Increase in Banking Assets
Under Reserve Act.

INTEREST CHARGES LOWER

The financial resources of the bankr
of the United States have increasec
six and a half billion dollars since th
passage of the federal reserve act
This record is shown in a statemen’
issued hy the controller of the cur-
rency, who reports it without paralie
in the history of this or any othe:
nation.

“This stupendous inerease in bank
ing assets and available capital” =ay
the statement, “has been accompanic«
by an unprecedented quickening whie
has amounted In many cases to an out-
burst of business activity in every
state and in practically every part o
every state. Colncldentally there ha

been a marked reduction in interes.
charges.”

Large Excess Noted.

This Increase in bank assets, Con-

troller Williams states, is greater tha
the total resources of all the nationa
banks a littls more than ten years aigo
The figures given in the statemen
cover the period from July, 1913, a few
months before the federul reserve act
was passged, to July last. The perioc
includes nearly all of the first tw:
years of the European war. :
" In New England the three-year in
crease has bheen 21 per cent. In th
eastern states 82 per cnt increase i
noted. There was a 12 per cent ir
creass in the south. In the midd!
states the increasa was 32 per cent. '
the west it was 31 per cent.

Increase in Deposits.

Deposita since the reserve act wer
into force have made an unprecedent:
jump also. Their total increase is p
at six and a quarter billlon dollars, «
31 per cent, nearly as great as the r
gource increase, In New England
was 23 per cent; in the eaat, 30; t
south, 18; the midlle =states, 26: t
west, 37, and the Phacific states, 19.

Banks and trust companies are len
ing three and a quarter billion dolla
more than they were three years ag
the slatement says.

Tendency to Decentralize. -

All the states of the Union excep
three show great increases in deposits
The exceptions are Alabama, Missis
sippl and Oregon. The four state
showing the highest percentage of ii -
crease In deposits are: Oklahoma, 5
per cent; Arizona, 63 per cent; North
Dakota, 52; Wyoming, 48.

“PASTOR” RUSSELL DIES
ABOARD RAILWAY TRAIN

Noted Minister, Editor and Author
Is Victim of Heart

FPASTOR CHARLES T. RUSSELL,

Charles Taze Russell, known as “Pas-
tor” Ruswsell, an independent minister,
editor of the Watch Tower, and prom-
inent author of studies on the Scrip-
tures, dled yesterday afterncon on an
Atchison, Topeka and Banta Fe train
en route from Los Angelea to New
York.

Born in Pittsburgh.

Pastor Russell was born in Pitts-
burgh, Pa., February 16, 1552, and had
devoted the last forty years of his
life exclusively to religious work., He
was at one time a4 Wwealthy business
man. The greater portion of his for-
tune he gpent freely in the publication
of Bible literature.

In 1884 Pastor Russell organized the
Watech Tower Bible and Tract Boclety
of Pennsylvania, of which he was pres-
ident. The work of this non-sectarian
religious corporation increased to such
&n gxtent that its directors dec.ded to
open headquarters in New York city.
Mr. Russell and his associates pur-
chased the Brooklyn Tabernacle, for-
merly Bethel Chapel of Plymouth
Church, in 1908, and thers Pastor Rus-
